The Debts of the Country Are Payable 
in Coin“ and Coin Means Gold 
and Silver.

NEW YORK, June 2.—The World's 
special staff correspondent, Mr. James 
Creelman, furnishes a lengthy interview 
with Horace Boles this morning from 
Waterloo, Io. Mr. Creelman sums up the 
Governor's character and personality and 
then quotes him on the leading issues: - 

“It is too late,” said Mr. Boles, too 
late for any compromise on the moncy 
question in the Democratic party. Four 
years ago it was in the power of Presi- 
dent Cleveland to have modified the pro- 
gramme of the silver men, for then the 
public mind was in a much less settled con- 
dition respécting the monetary. standard 
than it is to-day, and men had not formed 
or expressed such definite opinions nor 
taken such a definite stand. So at that 
time almost any reasonable plan which 
looked to the ultimate re-establishment of 
bimetallism would have secured the sup- 
port of the silver men. 

„But the Administration, in the very face 
of the constitution, took such a decided 
stand against the remonetization of silver 
that the convictions of all silver men were 
fixed, and all thought of compromise was 
dropped. I have always been in favor of 
the restoration of silver as redemption

State or for the United States, is yable 
in gold or silver. No one, not even the Séc- 
retary of the Treasury, nor the President, 
has; any power to change the terms of the 
written contracts. Our bonds and our 
greenbacks on their face provide for their 
redemption’ in coin. Congress has 
in the most marked manner declared by 
its ‘vote that coin does not mean gold alone. 
It is the Republican party and not the 
Democratic party which now proposes to 
violate both the letter and spirit of our 
financial obligations. The Republican 

arty insists that the contract to y in 

th gold and silver shall be payable only 
in gold. In other words, the whole debt of 
the country, public and private, is to be 
suddenly increased to the extent that gold 
has appreciated and silver has depreciated. 
The cry of repudiation can misiead nobody 
in the West and Squth. I say that the for- 
eign debt of the people of the United States 
can never be discharged in gold. If we go 
on the gold basis that debt must be car- 
ried on into ager. 
silver is remonetized its commercial value 
will rise, and the commercial value of gold 
will fall till a common level is reached, a 
level at which the two metals will e- 
main practically at par. 

“tT can understand your proposition to 

ay your debts in cheap money, Mr. Boies,” 
f said, ‘but I do not believe that the people 
generally perceive how the working masses 
are to be benefited with respect to wages 
by a law which makes 50 cents worth of 
silver a dollar with full legal tender qual- 
ity. The farmer in Maine, who doubled 
the bulk of his maple sap by adding water 
to it had to boil it twice as long, and got 
no more sugar in the end.’ 

The old man smiled and shook his head. 

“The experience of all ages shows that 
a contracted currency contracts business, 
he said.. The displacement of one-half of 
the currency displaces one-half of the ac- 
tivities of the people. There is not the 
slightest danger that the opening of our 
mints to the free coinage of silver will give 
us too much real money, andI want to say, 
too, that I would retire the National banks 
before I would touch the greenbacks. Mr. 
Cleveland has been surrounded by Eastern 
men who have influenced his views. These 
men have represented only the interests of 
Wall street. I never believed Mr. Cleveland 
to be corrupt, nor have I ever believed that 
corrupt influences would reach him. But 
he seems to have known little about the 
real ‘condition of the agricultural States, 
and has reached erroneous conclusions on 
this financial question. It is entirely cer- 
tain that Secretary Carlisle’s opinions have 
undergone a radical change, the result 
of his connection with Mr. Cleveland, and 
the fact that while in office he has been 
surrounded by Wall street influences. The 
condition of. the farmers in the North- 
western States is absolutely unendurable. 
I say this, knowing the facts. I have my- 
self in this State two farms paid for large- 
ly with money I have earned as a lawyer. 
ne is a farm with 2,500 acres and the 
other contains 1,000 acres. With the pres- 
ent price of labor and the present price 
paid for. farm products no man in the 
world could. take either of these farms, 
even if I should present him with the 
ground, and make a dollar out of it. I méan, 
of course, that he could not 0 farm 
and pay interest on money inves in the 
equipment and wages for labor out of the 
income he would get by selling the products. 
A farmer who works himself, and is as- 
sisted by the labor of sons and daughters, 
may make a small farm pay. But no farm 
is profitable when conducted on the basis 
of a manufacturing business. 


“Cheap and abundant money is the only 
remedy for this intolerant state of things.” 

“But,” I argued, “you speak as though 
all the toilers were in the West and South 
engaged in agriculture. What do you sa 
of the 8,000,000 million persons in New Yor 
State alone?’’ 

“We have room out here for more than 
8,000,000 in less territory,“ replied Mr. Boies. 
“But we can never fill it with 8,000 under our 
present conditions. The West has got to 
stop growing unless there is relief. The 
East has controlled Congress for its own 
ends until now.”’ 

J hardly think the facts will bear you 
out in that,“ I replied. 

I would like you to name a single West- 
ern measure of importance enact oy Con- 
gress in recent years,“ observed Mr. Boles. 

“I can name two,“ I replied. The inter- 
state commerce act and the income tax 
AW.“ 

That is quite true. I had for the mo- 
ment forgotten. But the whole trend of our 
national ‘legislation has been to increage 
debts and to decrease the income of debtors. 
This wien’ for the restoration of silver 
to its rightful place in gur money system 
will go on regardless of this election. If 
the free silver men are defeated they will 
continue the fight until they succeed. If 
after the free silvermen suceecd the fears of 
the gold standard men are realized, of course 
the struggle would be to get back to the 
gold standard which the present Adminis- 
tration has endeavored to establish. But 
if experience should prove that the free 
silver men were right, that would settle it. 
I believe that the Republican party is sim- 

ly hunting for votes among its natural al- 
ies. That is the meaning of its declara- 
tion in favor of gold monometallism. It is 
a mistake to imagine that the nomination 
of Mr. McKinley will make the tariff the 
paramount issue in ths cam . The one 
supreme issue is the money question, and on 
that the Democratic party will elect the 
next President unless the friends of silver 
are foolish enough to divide and put two 
tickets in the field. The Populists should 
support the Democratic candidate on a free 
silver platform.”’ :

Well Authenticated Report That the 
Murderer Was Caught Thursday 
at Ninth and Allen Avenue. 


Noble Shepard, the escaped double murder- 
er, was seen at Ninth street and Allen ave- 
nue, Thursday, by a patrolman of the Ee-- 
ond District Station, and was placed under 
arrest, and that while on the way to the 
station-house the murderer escaped. 

One informant, whose name cannot be 
used, goes so far as to describe the arrest 
and second escape of Shepard. The Police 
Department neither affirms nor denies dhe 
story, preferring to say nothing about the 
matter. 

Capt. Young of the Second District Sta- 
tion was consulted over #he telephone about 
the rumor. 

He said: ‘“‘Hem, well; I —; say, suppos- 
ing you call me up about 4 o’clock this

Substantially the report was that at 4 
o' lock Thursday morning the policeman 
who patrols the beat which embraces the 
intersection of Ninth street and Allen ave- 
nues, saw a man come out of the saloon 
near there, carrying in one hand a mundle 
wrapped in a red bandana handkerchief. 
He recognized um- as the much wanted 
Noble Shepard, ud called to him to halt. 
The man stopped and the polficéman caught 
hold of his shoulder and addressed him as 
Shepard. 

‘I’m not Noble Shepard,” replied the 
prisoner. 

“Yes you are; I know you,” and the pa- 
trolman started him towards a telephone 
box to call the patrol wagon. 

While the policeman was calling for the 
wagon the prisoner broke away and ran. The 
officer fired five shots at him and chased 
him five blocks, but the man got away by 
running through yards and alleys until the 
patrolman was lost. 

As published in Thursday’s Post-Dispatch, 
the police received a tip to the effect that 
Shepard was concealed in the home of Jere- 
miah Browner, at 705 Pestalozzi street. At 
3:30 o’clock in the afternoon the patrol 
wagon, with five policemen, Detective Tim 
Danaher and Deputy Sheriff Andy Lang- 
ford, went to the house and searched it, but 
Shepard was not there. 

He had been there, but had gone. He 
went there direct from the jail, and the 
police think he was there all day, but Mrs. 
Browner, who was a friend of Shepard, and 
who carried fruit to him while he was in 
jail, says that he remained ther only a 
few minutes, because she would not let him 
stay here. :

gold or silver as metals for the coinage of 
prima money or against gold or silver 
coin of the United States as to the debt- 
paying functions. Such discriminations de- 
prive the citizens of the use of one kind of 
standard money, provided by the Constitu- 
tion for the payment. of debts, and we de-

Government. We also condemn a policy 
which seeks to retire the United States and 
Treasury notes, as they constitute an ab- 
solutely safe circulating: medium, based on 
id and silver coin and backed by the en- 
e wealth of the country.

SOUTHERN FLAGS. 


Col. Newman’s Headquarters at the 
Laclede Fitted With Interesting 
Relics of the Lost Cause. 


The followers of the Lost Cause, who are 
crowding into Col. H. A. Newman’s head- 
quarters at the Laclede, behold hung about 
the walls emblems that call to their minds 
hours of carnage and deeds of heroism that 
are imperishable. 

The historic emblems are battle flags that 
the Colonel is taking to the Annual Con- 
federate Veterans’ reunion at R:chmond, 


Va., and he has taken them from their 
safe boxes ‘n order to gratify the curious 
demand of many who have never seen them 
before, and also at the request of not a few 
who saw them wave on the shotted fields 
of battle, 

Among these flags is a small one of the 
finest silk. It was the post colors of com- 
manding Gen. Stephen D. Lee, the famous 
infantry commander, who is now the Pres- 
dent of the Mississippi Industrial College. 

It waved its last time officially from the 
pve post of the house in which Gen, 

ee had his headquarters at Greensboro, 
N. C., before surrendering to Sherman. 
Col. Newman was on D. H. Hill's staff, 
and had just been up to receive his parole, 
land was sadly returning to his tent by 
way of Gen. Lee’s quarters, within which 
all was bustle and ef, because in a few 

minutes the General and his staff were to 
march out to surrender their arms and 
colors. . 

He paused before the gate, and the bright 
little flag attracted him. It had been sent 
to Gen. Lee by admiring young ladies in 
Mississippi. 

“TIT never stole anything in my life,“ mused 
the Colonel to himself, “but I'll rob Sherman 
of one trophy,” and fitting the action to the 
word, he tore the bright colors from the 
staff and crammed them into the inside 
pocket of his well-worn gray coat. 

He has kept the colors ever since, and 
though Gen. Lee has asked for them, the 
Colonel will not surrender them. 

Another and larger flag, covering several 
yards of wall, is that of the Sixth Missouri. 
It never fell into the hands of the enemy, 
though it came awfully near it dozens of 
times. This flag went through some re- 
markable scenes. Great holes are torn 
through it by shot and shell. 

On the white squares are still to be seen 
traces of blood where ensign after ensi 
fell bleeding and dying with it in his hands. 

‘This memorable inscription on a silk 
background tells the story of how the men 
who followed it fought and died: 

"Sixth Missouri, C. S. A. 

‘“Bugene Erwin, Colonel, commanding. 

“This regiment was the first to charge the 
Inner intrenchments of the enemy at Cor- 
inth, Miss. (Shiloh field). Twenty-six of its 
thirty commissioned and twenty-two of its 
twenty-eight non-commissiened officers 
were killed and wounded. 

“Ensign William Huff received nine wounds 
in its defense before he fell and it was taken 
up by a comrade. Out of 30 men only 
thirty answered roll-call after the battle.”

ALL THE DELEGATES ELECTED. 


At Thursday's conventions in Georgia 
and North Carolina the last of the dele- 
gates to the Democratic National Con- 
vention were elected. 

Of the 918 delegates of which the con- 
vention will be composed, 586 are for free 
silver and 332 are for the single gold 
standard. The free silver men are liable 
to gain two more votes in Delaware and 
one more in Florida, but in a table pub- 
lished elsewhere the vote of the several 
States and Territories is given as reported 
from official sources immediately after 
thé conventions were held. 

On the chowing thus made, the free 
silver men lack just twenty-six votes of 
a two-thirds majority.

AGREE ON PACING QUESTION. 


LAING AND KNOWER WILLING. 


But the Fellows With a “Rep” to Lose 
Differed Over Minor Details— 
Sporting News. 


‘The proposed four-cornered road race be- 
tween Bert Harding, Ed Grath, Alex Laing 
and Charley Knower was officially declared 
off at noon to-day. 

Harding insisted that the riders should be 
paced by tandems from their own clubs.

Af- 
ter much discussion, pro and con, the race 
was declared off. 

Bert Harding has filed another objection

It was about the conditions 
which Grath, Laing and Knower agreed 
should govern the pacing. 

It will be remembered that Harding all 
along insisted that the race should be tan- 
dem-paced. Grath wanted an unpaced race.

Pemples says thet with reluctance he went 
to sleep with Robinson, and that after he 
had been asleep an hour he was awakened 
by Robinson, who was Sagertag his ears, 
running his hands over his face and clutch- 
i at throat.

Both men fell to sleep again. Some *ime 
afterward Pemples was awakened by Rob- 
inson, who was rtly on top of him, and 
who had both of his hands about his throat.

NOT IN HIS BAILIWICK. 


Commissioner Ridgley Las No Con- 
trol Over Lafayette Park. 


Park Commissioner Ridgicy desires to set 
himself right in regard to Lafayette Park. 
Letters and protests have been sent to 


him about the manner in which he is 
not looking after Lafayette Park, or what 
is left of it. 

Mr. Ridgley explains for the benefit of 
those who are objecting that he has no 
authority whatever regarding Lafayette 
Park. That particular breathing spot is 
under the direct supervision of a commis- 
sion appointed under the provisions of the 
State statutes. This park, like Tower Grove 
Park, is apart from the geperal he g of 
city parks. The statute on page 467 of the 
session acts of 1864 establishes the park and 
the district, provides for an issue of $30,000 
in bonds, a tax on the adjacent property, 
and the appointment of a commission to 
consist of the Mayor, the City Engineer, 
now Street Commissioner, and three eiti- 
zens living and owning real estate in the 
district. 

After the adoption of the Scheme and 
Charter in 1876, the Auditor wanted the 
Park Commissioner to approve all the La- 
fayette Park vouchers, which he refused 
to do. The matter was amicably submitted 
to Judge Lindley, then on the Circuit bench, 
and he decided that the part was entirely 
ont of the province of the Park Commis- 
sioner. 

Tower Grove Park in a similar way ex- 
ists under a contract between Henry Shaw 
and the city, and is out of the control of 
the Commissioner. Both parks Fst in pro- 
portion more money than any of the other 
city parks.

INTERSTATE COMMERCE. 


Two Suits Filed Against the Terminal 
Company for Discriminations, 


Thomas Kinnavey and William Ratican, 
coal merchants of St. Louis, filed in the 


United States Circuit Court to-day bills 
against the Terminal Railroad Association 
for a violation of the interstate commerce 
law, which pronibits, a. discrimination in 
favor of one shipper over another. 

They complain that the Terminal Railroad 
Association has been favoring the Consoli- 
dated Coal Co. by giving it a less rate for 
the carriage of coal than it gave them. 

From May, 1891, to October, 1892, Kinnavey 
Was engaged in selling coal in St. Louis. 
The defendant brought it from Illinois to this 
side and charged him 30 cents a ton, and he 
paid it. He alleges that this charge was 
unreasonable and unjust, for the Terminal 
Railroad Asociation 1 a like serv- 
ice for the Consolidated Coal Co., under 
substantially similar conditions, and gave it 
a special rate, or drawback, so that the cost 
to it was from Y to 2% cents a ton. 

Mr. Kinnavey figures up that he has been 
damaged in the sum of $4,136.09, for which, 
with interest, costs, etc., he asks judgment. 

William Ratican’s complaint is similar to 
Mr. Kinnavey’s. He handled; however, 
somewhat less coal, and he sues to recover 
only $3,849.56.
